Tbo r.sscmbly committee on labor and 


manufactures has inado a report on tho 
bills which refer to tho abolishment" of 
tho contract syetem In tho state prison. 
Tho substance jf the report in that tho 
committee is Kvcrso to the present dis- 
continuance of contract couviot labor iu 
Wisconsin, but that the state should wait 
aud enjoy tho results of tho experiment 
ot various other states, which have ri 
coutly abolished tho system ot leasing 
°ouviet labor. The committee also re- 
ported a bill on tho subject which pro- 
vides that no action bo taken regarding 
tho abolishment c[ tho contract system 
during the comiug two yoars,but that tho 
state board of supervision shall have 
authority in the rne&Diiuio, in case it can 
not make a suitable lec^e ot the conviol 
labor, to manufacture articles in tho state 
prison on tho account t f tho state. Tho 
bill permits the board to expend 5100,000 
in providing suitable moans for employ- 
ing the convict labDr. Tho committee 
also reported a joint resolution m favor 
of tho appointment of a joint legislative 
committee of three—ono senator and two 
assemblymen—which shall investigate

DEATH OF COLONEL UTLBY,

The 
total number of laws enacted was about 
l.UOO, of which only 333 originated in 
tho senate. There wore 132 bills vetoed 
by tho president, or 21 moro instances 
of the exorcise of tho veto power than 
had occurred from the foundation of the 
government flown, to .'.the beginning of 
this congress. 


Tho death roll during tho terra of tho 


Forty-ninth congress was longer than 
ever bofore known in tho history o£ the 
government, the number being thirteen, 
two of whom were from Wisconsin— 
JKankin Bud Price.

God's miraculous power ho had become the 
happy lather of tbo long promised son. At 
God's command his other son. Ishmacl, Lad 
been dismissed with bis mother, tor Isaac was 
to bo bis only heir. 
On tbo life of Isaac, for 


whom bo bad ivailed so long, God's covenant 
mid every promise that he had made de- 
pondeu".

THE LESSO.V. 


Tho Testing of Abraham (v. 1)— After the 


events described in the preceding chapter God 
proved (Revised Version) Abraham , or put 
him to tho final test. So far as God ivas con- 
cerned this was unnecessary, for ho know all 
about his servant. But Abraham was to 
stand before his people and tboso of ove:'y ago 
as an example ot "faith (Rom. iv, ID, 1C); there- 
fore God puts him to tho tost. God did r.ot 
tempt him as wo commonly understand this 
word. "U'o associate with temptation tho 
idea of sin. Tbo New Testament distinctly 
declares that it is impossiblo that God should 
tempt any ono (James i, 13). 
Ho simply 


proves bis chosen servants (compare Matt. 
iv, 1) as men prove machinery which is to do 
an important work and is liable to bo sub- 
jected to a great strain. 


V. 2. This verso contains a climax. Each 


word in tho divine command roust havo gone 
to Abraham's heart like a dagger, piercing 
deeper and deeper. God says (v. 1), "Abra- 
ham" — name which was given him as a 
prophecy that bo should bo a father ot many 
nations— "take thy son;" and that ho may 
not mistake which, or think of Ishuiael, he 
ndds, <;tbiuo only son," through whom alone 
all the promises that have been mado aro 
possible, "whom thou iovcst," dear as tbe 
apple of his eye, '-'Isaac" (laughter)— a name 
associated with such happy memories before 
and after bis birth. 


Tho mountain alluded to hero in tbo land 


of Moriah is supposed by many to bo llount 
Moriab, thu site of Solomon's templo (II Curon. 
iii, 1), which throughout every subsequent pe- 
riod of Israulitish history lias been tho most 
sacred spot on all tho earth. This is n ques- 
tion that wo cannot definitely decide, and 
which i.* of mir.or importance; ancl yet, 09 
wo shall see later on, Mount Moriah sccim to 
be indicated. 


Tbo comuiaihl does not appear to bavo ex- 


cited the surprise and horror in the mind of 
Abraham that we should expect. Perhaps 
tho reason of this is in Uio fact that human 
sacrifices were common among tbo people of 
Canaan, as wo learn from tho Scriptures (II 
Kings xvi, 'i: r*. cvi. GS), as well as from 
other soiircos. Abraham, therefore, was not 
likely to bo shocked because ho was called 
upon to offer up life son. 


Abraham'* laiiilicit Obedience (v. ;!)— As 


soon as ho receives tho command lh- prepares 
to obey. Ho who had pleaded for tho preser- 
vation of yodom on account of Lot makes no 
p'.cn for hU son. Tailing an aso, and a couplo 
of scrva:U:-i us attendants, ho goes in the di- 
rection that Go:l bad indicated. 


Vs. •!, o. On tbo third tidy bo sees the place 


afar ofl'. Ho then liids the young men to re- 
main with tbo ass while ho and his son go and 
v.-oi>liip and return. Evidently ho still hopes 
that this will bo the c:ise, and utters the ian- 
giuigoof his hettrtwhen he speaks ot return- 
ing to them with Isaac. 


Vs. (>-S. We have in these verses tho affect- 


ing details of tlie fiiml journey of father and 
son. 
The wood is carried by Isaac, whilo 


Abraham takes the fire with which ho is to 
light the sacrifice and tbe knifo with which 
ho is to slay it. Doubtless this part of tho 
journey was a silent one. Abraham's heart 
mast havo been too full for utterance. Isaac, 
with Oriental deference, does not speak to bis 
father until ho asks tho question regarding 
tbo sacrlflcu: '-rieholil :'io tiro and the wood; 
but where is the lamb for the burnt offer- 
ing.1'' Abraham replies, "God will provide 
himsclj the hnub for Iho burnt offering, my 
son." lie could not nttcr tho aivful truth to 
his son; but wo arc not; to suppose that there 
is an evasion here on his part any moro than 
\vhc:i ho lolls tlio ncrvaiit'thnt ho will return 
with Isaac, lie still hO])CS that lie will noc 
be c.illed on to s'.ay his son.
